London, Sept. 28.— Capb. Lang, a former 
director in the Chinese navy and supervisor 
of the erection of muny Chinese forts, said 
in an intorviou to-day in regard to tho 
Chinese reverses that the inherent conserva- 
tism and apathy concerning everything out- 
side of China, and tho want of esprit du 
oorpB, have had their natural results. As a 
matter of fact the Chinese nover expeotcd 
to havo to fight, and their supreme eon- 
tempt of Japan ia a predominant trait with 
them. Their seamen are aa brave as 
could bo wished, but thoy have not 
tho slightest patriotism. Their oflioors 
aro regardless of almost everything but per- 
sonal advantage, and havo alwaya wanted to 
uvado drill and remain ashore. They havo 
hated Europeanaand European ideaa and aro 
aufferably obstinate and conceited. There 
aro admittod oxcoptions to this rule, how- 
ever, eBpeciully in tho caBo of Admiral TaiDg, 
who in a conspicuously brave and oapable offi- 
cer whoae lead oould Bafely bo followed any- 
where, I cannot understand the alleged 
suporiorilyof tho Japanceo quick firing guns. 
The four vessels of tho Ching Yuon class 
wero admirably eetuippod, and I am not dis- 
posed, in the light of the present informa- 
tion, to give tho Japanese the credit thoy 
claim. 

Captain Lang ascribed tho defeat of the 
ChincBo, if they had been defoated, to tho 
fact of their having lapsed from their high 
standard of efficiency since 1890. Tho only 
Europoans now iu service in tho Chinese 
fleet, he Baid, uro acting in subordinate 
oipacitioB. In conclusion, ho reaffirmed hia 
belief that the Chinese had been the victors. 

The owners of tho British steamer Pan- 
theon, which waa seized off the island of 
Formosa by a Chinese warship, have ap- 
pealed to tho British government to securo 
the vessel's release and obtain compensation 
for her seizure. Tho owners assert that 
they havo no news of tho officers and crew 
of the Bhip since she was seized, and express 
fear that thay have been maltreated. They 
assert that they were unaware that thero 
was anything contraband on board the ship. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Yoko- 
hama says there is a general public deBire 
in Japan to prosecute tho war against tho 
Chinese in defiance of all obstacles. The 
general desire is that tho government make 
a desperate attack upon Poking. Tho Jap- 
anese parliament will at oneo vote war 
credits regardless of party opinions. Re- 
inforcements aro continually departing from 
Yokohama, Tokio, and other places in 
Japan, bub their destination is not known. 
Tho Shanghai correspondent of the TimeB 
says : " It Is rumored that Li Hung Chang 
will be permitted to take the field, and that 
he will probably havo his headquarters at 
Lutan. It is reported that tho Chinese 
troops havo evacuated Korea and aro massed 
thirty miles west of tho Yalu river." 

VIENNA, Sept. 28 —The Neue Frei Presse 
publishes a report of an interviow with 
Baron von Sterneck de Ehreustein, the chief 
official of tho Austrian navy, who has served 
activoly as commander of the warships 
Ferdenand Max and LisBa. In regard to 
the resent naval battle between the Chinese 
and Japanese fleets, the Baron says that the 
Yalu engagement, as far as can bo judged, 
has shown that the cruisers wero woll able to 
hold their own against tho large and un- 
wieldy ironclads. This fact has opened the 
eyos of tho naval powers and induced them 
to give greater attention to the construction 
of cruisers in. tho futuro. 

Tho Polltisoha Correspondent says the fol- 
lowing informat on haa reached St. Peters- 
burg from China and attracts tho serious at- 
tention of the government : " The intense 
excitement in all tho provinces of China 
and the diE^jatisfaction of tho highest offi- 
cials in the empire havo roaohed a point 
which indicates a probablo movement 
ag-vinBt tho reigning dynaBty. Tho spirit 
animating the regular urmy ia aatiafactory, 
hut the discipline has been much relaxed. 
Tho irregular troops, upon which the gov. 
ornmoot must now roly, are committing 
groat and frequent oxcesseB everywhere, in- 
cluding tho c»pital. Tho war cheBt ia as 
empty ns the Btato exchequer, and the gov- 
ernment has tho grcateBt difficulty in pur- 
chasing tho b:ireBt neceasitica for tho troopa 
in tho field. 



MR. HAMLIN'S KEPORT. 

He Discovered No Glaring Frauds While Up 
North Hut TblnkB Changes Are 
Necessary. 

Washington Citv, Sept, 28, — Assistant 
Secretary of tho Troasury Hamlin has re- 
turned from his tour of the customs diatriotB 
of tho Pacifio Coast and a brief visit to the 
Pribylof islands, Hoatatod that tho North- 
western frontior waa groatly in need of a 
moro oomprohonsivo polioo system. With 
the limited number of rovenuo officials 
available, it is comparatively easy to smug- 
glo opium into the oountry, and no doubt 
many of tho Chinese have boon able to eludo 
the oliicors, and aro now safely within our 
bordors. Additional rovenuo cutters and a 
number of stoam launchos, ho Baid, should 
be providod. 

Two roveuuo cuttors, ho thinkp, should 
bo assigned to tho duty of patrolling tho 
Alaskan coast to prevent smuggling, and to 
enforco the law rolatirg to salmon fishiDg. 
It waa a singular fact that many of the largo 
canneries in Alaska employ Chinose labor 
almost exclusively, and aomo of tho nativea 
had complained of this diaorimination. A 
special agent of the department was now 
looking into tho salmon fisheries, and would 
soon mako a report thereon to tho socrotary. 
Mr. Hamlin viailcd all tho Pacific coast cus- 
toms districts auel stated that ho had dis- 
covered no glaring frauds, hut ho thought 
the good of tho aorvioe demanded sovoral 
changes, and, in hia opinion, they would bo 
mado as soon aa ho could proparo hia roport 
and bring the matter to tho attention of tho 
aoorotary,

THE VICEREGAL TOUR. 

Lord Aberdeen's Enthusiastic Reception at 
Winnipeg— Visit to St. Boniface— Hia 
Excellency's Happy Remarks. 

WINNIPEG, Sept. 28.— To-day Lord and 
Lady Aberdeen paid an official "iBiL to St. 
Boniface, the old French Catholic town op- 
posite the oity. Continual rain during the 
morning Interfered with the oarrying out of 
the programme, but an adjournment was 
made to the town hall, whore a civio address 
was made with a reply by the Governor- 
General. The religious and educational in- 
stitutions were afterwards visited. 

Lord Aberdeen reapondetl to the first ad- 
dress in French. He aliuded to tho refer- 
ence to ono of his ancestors having killed an 
English king. His Lordahip smiled when ho 
romarkod that although aucih waa an histori- 
cal fact, nevertheless ho was as loyal a sub- 
ject as existed, -and ho thanked them hear- 
tily for their kind wiBhea, and assured them 
that he would carry away the most pleasant 
memories of his visit. 

Replying in English to the second addreBB 
Lord Aberdeen referrod in feeling torma to 
tho losa tho community at large had sus- 
tained in tho death of the lato Archbishop 
Tache. Thore waa sufficient interest at- 
tached to St. Boniface to attract any visitor, 
becauso it waa largely connected with the 
history of theeo regions, also beoause of the 
manner in whloh lta people and representa- 
tives had taken their part in tho develop- 
ment of this oountry. The afternoon pro 
gramme, which inoluded a visit to tho 
sohools, was cancelled, owing to rain. At 
night a grand ball was hold at Government 
Houso. 



A GREAT MARBLE FIELD. 

Arrangements for Developing the Kecent 
Rich Find at Nootka Sound. 

Included in tho cargo brought from the 
Wost Coaat by the steamer Maude yester- 
day were a number of magnificent speoimons 
of colored marble from the mines about ten 
miles up Nootka Eound, Tho existence of 
valuable marblo in this direction was dis- 
covered about one year ago by Mr. John 
Mortimer, and that gentleman, who haa 
been spending the past three months at the 
Sound, returned also by yeaterday's Btoamor. 

The aamplea which he bringa with him 
spoak for themselves of tho excellent qual- 
ity of the marble, and Mr. Mortimer giveB 
the gratifying asauranco that tho deposits 
are practically limitless in quantity. Here- 
tofore the marbles used in this part of the 
world, as well as throughout other sec- 
tions of America, Australia and Europe, 
havo been largely imported from either Italy 
or Vermont, the latter state furnishing the 
greater portion of America's supply for 
building and monumental work, while tho 
Italian article yet retains its pre eminence 
for statuary and art purposes. 

It is claimod for tho Nootka Bound marblo, 
however, that it fully equals the famous 
Italian in color, grain, fineness and every 
other necessary quality. Besides tho white, 
thore are vast deposits of grey and blue 
veined marbleB, while the whito vein is at 
least fifty feet wide, running into the 
mountain and of incalculable depth. Mr. 
Mortimer was fortunate enough to light 
upon his treasure field a year or more ago, 
and his opinion that the new quarry will 
prove one of the beBt in all America is 
shared by all who have visited the scene 
of Intended operations or have examined 
specimens therefrom. 

For building purposes nothing more ad- 
vantageous or beautiful than the Nootka 
Sound colored marble could be desired, and 
as It can be quarried fifty per cent, cheaper 
than the ordinary building stonos, thero is 
now no reason why liritiah Columbia's pub- 
lic buildines and more pretentious private 
ones, should not hereafter bo constructed of 
nativo marblo, indeatruotible monumenta to 
tho resources of the province. The desir- 
ability of having tho new post offico and 
customs house built of Nootka Sound mar- 
blo will be brought to tho attention of the 
authorities in chargo at an early date, while 
as soon as tho quarry is opened and in oper- 
ation tho proprietors expect to find a profit- 
able market throughout Canada, tho Pacifio 
coast atatea and even far Auatraliu. 

A joint stock company is now in forma- 
tion, which, w hen organization is completed, 
will push tho new induatry aa it deBorvea. 
Nature has been especially kind in placing 
the depoaits, tho marblo being found rising 
from the very edge of good, navigable water, 
while a lake-fed Btroam not five hundred 
yardB away will supply sufficient power for 
all necoBsary machinory all tho year round. 



D. S. CONGRESSMAN WILSON. 

His Course Approved by the " Times," Which 
Fcurs That He Is Over Sanguine. 

London, Sept. 28 — Tho Times, In an 
editorial on Congressman Wilson's speech 
at tho Chamber of Commoroe banquot, ap- 
proves Mr. Wilson's course, but expresses 
tho fear that ho ia over sanguine. " Tariff 
reform," it sayB, " seems so far from being 
cortain to go forward by ita own impetus as 
to stand in neod of all the ofl'ortB of its sup- 
porters and cloaror views on their party as 
to what they mean. Wn do not expoot any 
deoiaivo overthrow of protection until it ia 
confronted with real froo trade — a policy 
which soems to havo very few avowod ad- 
herents among political mon in tho United 
States."

MacWhlrreH'8 Death Sentence Com- 
muted to Imprisonment 
for Life. 



Delivery of Medals and Diplomas 
Gained at World's Fair Fur- 
ther Delayed. 



(From Our Own CorresDondenU 
Ottawa, Sept. 28.— Mr. Robinotte, coun- 
mel for MaoWhirrell, had a long interview 
to-day with Sir John Thompson in regard to 
the whole case. Mr. Robinotte first argued 
for a commutation. The ohief grounds on 
whiah he asked for ib were the extreme 
doubts which existed in the caBe and tho 
absence of all motive on tho part of tho pris- 
oner. Counsol also roferred to the new evi- 
dence, that of Irwin and other witnesses, 
whoso affidavits he had already put in, and 
also aa to the question of policeman Cross 
being mistaken aa to his seeing the prisoner 
at 10 o'clock on the night of the murder, 
Mr.Robinette also referred to thefaot tbatno 
robbery had boen shown. Counsel then 
took up the tjuoBtion of a respito, providing 
that no commutation was granted. The 
lest respito had boon granted with a view of 
having Walker tried. Now, as tho Crown 
has deoided not to try Walker until tfco 
spring of tho year, MoWhirrell thould to 
respited until tho trial took place. Tho ends 
of justice would not ba interfered with by 
giving this respite. In conclusion, Mr. 
Robinotte touched upon publio opinion in 
the county of Peol, which was favorable to 
the prisoner. Sir John Thompson compll« 
mented Mr. Robinotte for the abblo manner 
in which he had handled the case. He said 
that the representations made by him would 
bo considered and that tho case would b<> 
laid beforo the cabinet for a decision at 
once. 

The cabinot met this afternoon and de- 
oided to recommend the Governor to com- 
mute the sentence to ponal servitude for 
life. 

The Department of Agriculture has been 
notified by the exeoutive oommittee on 
awards for tho World's Fair that a further 
delay is likely to take place in the delivery 
of medals and diplomas awarded to the ex- 
hibitors at Chicago. It appears that the 
requisite parchment for the diplomas was to 
be obtained in Japan, but the United States 
authorities delayed ordering it, and as war 
has broken oub between Cnina and Japan 
considerable time must elapse before it can 
bo obtained. Meanwhile the exhibitors at 
the World's Fair will have to whistle for 
their diplomas, 

The Ottawa exhibition closed to-day. The 
receipts are §3,500 ahead of last year. 
Beautiful weather prevailed the whole week.

RAPID OCEAN TRANSIT. 

The Canardsr ''Lucanla'' Once More Beata 
all Past Kecords. 

New York, Sept. 28.— Tho Cun&rd 
steamer Lucania smashed tho ocean record 
again and came back to her dock at six 
o'clock to-night, tho earliest arrival 
ovor mado on a Friday night, 
and the fourth time the Canard 
company has docked on Friday night. When 
Bho made her last record on the westerly 
trip over, Captain MaoKay cxprossed tho 
opinion that it would tako a better boat to 
boat the performance then accomplished o£ 
5 days, 8 hours and 38 minutes. Then she 
mado tho homeward voyage in precisely tho 
samo time and in doing it, surpasaed tho 
Campana, which hold tho eastward record. 
On hor roturn to this port sho passed 
Daunt's Rock, off Quoonatown harbor, ab 
12 . r >0 p.m. on Sunday laBt. At 2 30 o'clock: 
this afternoon sho waB sighted off Fire 
island, and at .'I 53 o'clock sho was at the 
Sandy Hook lightship, tho point ab which, 
tho ocean racea against time are figurod. 
Sho has been 5 days, 7 bourn 
and -18 minutes, or 00 minutes less 
timo than tho provioua record ever made. 
Sho had covered a oourso of 2,782 miloa, 
and reolcd of an hourly average 21 77 knots, 
and a daily average approximating 539 
knots.

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UANAIMO AGAIN SUFFERS. 



Hotel ami Other Business Property 
Destroyed by Firo and One 
Life Lost. 

Creater Disaster Narrowly Averted- 
Particulars of the Losses ami 
Insurance. 



Nanaimo, Sept. 28. — (Special) -At 5 15 
a.m. the whole city was arouaed by the ring- 
ing of firo alarm bella and the shrill notes of 
She machine shop whistlo. Tho fire hod 
broken out in tho Royal hotel, a framo 
tmilding on Commercial street, situated in 
the midst of a block of wooden buildings in 
the heart of tho business portion of the 
town. The firemen and citizens generally 
responded to the alarm promptly, but bo- 
lore even an attempt could bo mudo to get 
the engine and hose to play it was apparent 
that every effort must be directed toward 
the rescue of tho inmates of tbu hotel — nine- 
teen in number— including four women. 

WhilBt the firemen were bravely fighting 
the flames, scores of willing hands were en- 
deavoring to save tho lives of thoBO in tho 
Royal and adjoining buildings. Most of 
them rushed out into the street through tho 
jmokc and fire in their night drosses only, 
carrying with them such garments as they 
wore ablo to pick up in their hurried flight. 
A few were cut off by tho Amies, including 
one poor girl waitress, Minnie Corcoran, She 
and the rest jumped from tho building into 
the ravine at tho back. Minnio and a man 
named Carroll of Portland, Or., wero seri- 
ously injured, both dislocating their BpineB. 
¥ritz Eirler was nearly drowned, whilst J. 
D. Milno, a Victorian, had a narrow eacapo 
Jrom a similar fate. Ho too had jumped 
from tho hotel into tho water. J. Abrams, 
another inmate of tho hotel, was badly 
turned and nearly Buffocatod by smoke bo- 
fore ho was rescued by the chief jf police 
aad fireman Kurence. 

Moantime tho ilur.es had spread north 
and Bouth; in tho former direction licking 
np the old fire hall and carpenter's shop 
and on the other side consuming with terri- 
ble rapidity I'ratt'a barber shop, the Na- 
naimo hotel and restaurant and C. E. Stev- 
enson's dry goods store. The heat 
was terrific, the buildings on the 
opposite side of the streot were smoking 
ominously, and every minute it was ex- 
pected that fresh fires would break out. 
fortunately the water supply was good and 
the firemen worked manfully, succeeding 
after two hours' persistent effort in control- 
ling the spread of the tlames, though not bo- 
fore six buildings had been totally destroyed 
and several others had been badly damsigod. 
When the excitement had calmed somewhat 
anxiouB inquiries wore made as to whether 
all the inmates of the Royal had escaped. 
Tor a time several persons were thought to 
be missing, but finally it was found that only 
one poor fellow was lost, Patrick Mageo, a 
bootblack, whose oharred remains were 
found a little later in tho ruins of the burned 
building. 

The damage done by the fire was very 
great, but hardly in excess of that caused 
to tradesmen's stock by water and its 
hurried removal from the buildings. The 
fire was of ao serious a nature at one time 
that the storekeepers all along both sides of 
the street were hastily removing the con- 
tents to places of safety. The buildings 
totally destroyed were : 

Pashley's carpenter Bhop, valued at §500, 
contents $100, no insurance. 

The fire hall, valued at $750, insured in 
the Phoenix of London for §500. 

The Royal hotel and additions, valued at 
$3,000, no insurance ; stock and furniture, 
valued at §5.000, insured in tho Norwioh 
Union for §2,000. 

Pratt's barber shop, valued at SS0O, no 
insurance. Contents §300, no insurance. 

The Nanaimo hotol, valued at §,'1,000, no 
insurance. Stock and furniture, valued at 
$4,000, insured in the London and Canadian 
for §1,500. 

C. E. Stevenson's store, valued at §2,500, 
so insurance. Stock, valued at §14,000, in- 
sured in the Phtenix for §0,500. 

Morgan's tailor shop a total wreck, but 
sot consumed by fire, valued at §800, no in- 
surance. The stock was mostly Baved, the 
insurance on it being §1,000 in the London 
and Canadian. 

Buildings partially destroyed : The Wil- 
liams blook, valued at §7,500, insured in 
the Jfhcenix of London for §0,000. 

The Btock of R. Wray, tailor ; J. Cald- 
well, gents' furnishings ; R. Hilbert, cigars 
and boots, occupants of this buildiug, wero 
partially damaged by water and removal, 
and were fully covered by insurance. 

Sloan k Scott's big dry goods store, two 
doors below Stevenson's, was badly scorchod 
and the stock had to bo removed. The con- 
tents, valued at §30,000, are badly damaged, 
the loss being estimated at §13,000, covered 
by 811,750 insurance, iu the Pboaaix, Brit- 
ish Amorican, London, Canodian ond Nor- 
wich Union. 

The Contral hotel, Masonic hull and 
Hirst's store wero also scorched and some 
damage was done to the contents by re- 
moval ; loss covered by insurance. 

It is difficult at present to give a correct 
Otimatn of the totiil loss, but it is well 
within $50,000, The origin of tho fire 1b not 
known. Your correspondent mado most 
careful inquiries of everyone at all likely to 
know anything positivo with rogard to tho 
tmuse of the outbreak. It iu supposed that 
Pat Magee, who Blopt on tho ground floor of 
the Royal hotel, and who rotired to bed 
about 2 a.m. partially intoxicated, was tho 
snwitting cause of tho disastrous fire, 
though of this thero is not tho loast proof. 

At a late hour to-night Minnie Corcoran 
and Carron wero still in a critical condition, 
but no worse than during tho early part of 
the day. Abrams is doing well and iB not 
very seriously injured. An inquest waB 
held thiB evening into the death of Mageo. 
Some evidence waB taken and tho coroner 
adjourned the investigation till next week. 
Mageo was an old army pensioner, aged 50, 
and a native of Bolfaat, Ireland. He loaves 
a widow in the old country.

HALIBUT FISHERY. 

Preparations Slaking to Storo anil Ship Largo 
Quantities out East— Why Local 
Men did not Succeed. 

Vancouver, Sept. 28.— (Speolal)— An 
official of the Union Steamship co. wob aeon 
by tho Colonist correspondent in referenco 
to the reported Ioua'ng of both tho Capilano 
aud Ociuitlam for iho tix months' halibut 
fishing up North. From thoao operations 
for a short time time a largo amount of 
money will be put into circulation. All 
tho available epaca on tho Union wharves 
baa been rented for the Btoring of fish for 
tho local markot. Those for the foreign 
market will bo loaded direoly from the 
steamers to the oars and hurried east. It is 
understood that for large quantities the C- 
P. R. have made a speoial rato with both 
oompuniea to encourage tho trade, A 
single shipment will oonsiet of two car- 
loads of about 30,000 pounds of halibut. 
The question was uakod why local men did 
not got tho benefit of the halibut fishing in 
thoir own province, but it was readily an- 
swered that when local mon had 
tried it thoy found that the consignees 
lod tho market for thorn right along, in 
other words, aa soon aa it was aunouncod 
that sovoral carloads of aalmon wero on thoir 
way from British Columbia thoy slippod tho 
halibut market down a few points for tho 
purpoao of getting thoir fish ohoap. It waB 
therefore found nocesaary to intorcat theso 
very men in tho enterprise. In both com- 
panics this has been done, and tho same 
gentlemen who aro interested in thoao com- 
panies will not tolorato a manipulation of 
tho Eaatern markets and on account of tho 
influenco in tho Eaat they aro enabled to 
prevent tho cooking of quotations. A num- 
ber of local men aro represented in both 
enterprises. ForBix months in tho winter 
hulibut cannot be obtained from the banks 
in the East, so that during that time the 
British Columbia halibut aro in great de- 
mand. 

TERMINAL CITY ITEMS. 

Wholesale Slaughter of DuckB— Scarcity of 
EUjrs-Questlons of Right of Way. 

Vancouver, Sept. 28 — (Special)— Ducks 
are boiDg slaughtered in tho vicinity of 
Vancouver. Yeatorday an amateur sports- 
man arrived with Dinety-two ducks of all 
breeds, which he cluimed to have killed in 
an hour and a half. Plat bottomed duck 
boats with shielding curtoina in front ore 
being hired at o local boathouse to facilitate 
this wholeaalo slaughter. 

For some time the local market hos been 
almost bare of eggs. Thoy are now coming 
in by the carload and dealers ure being plen- 
tifully supplied. 

The board of works have re-granted to the 
FraBer Valley railroad the uao of certain 
streets formerly sot aside for them. 

Tho city aro to lease from the CP. R. at 
a rental of §6 a year thoir right of way be- 
tween Carroll and Hastings streets, and 
they will pave it, with the exception of the 
portion occupied by the CP R. tracks. 

The injunction case in which the oity waB 
restrained from purchasing rails to lay on 
Granville street, owing to their having no 
money appropriated for that purpose, is to 
bo Bottled out of court, the street railway, 
who aro at the bottom of the injunction, 
withdrawing their objections on the under- 
standing that they be allowed to lay their 
rails oa Granville street. 



QUEBEC CABINET CHANGE. 

Hon, Mr. Hall's Resignation Accepted by His 
ColleagueB. 

Montreal, Sep>. 28 — A Quebec dispatch 
asserts that Hon. Mr. Hall's resignation was 
accepted at the cabinet meeting Tuesday 
aftornoon. The Premier arrived at Quoboc 
yesterday. It is rumored that Hon. H. Pelle- 
tier, provincial secretary, will succoed Mr. 
Hall, but Mr. King, of Megantic, is gener- 
ally believed to bo the man. Tho criBis iB 
said to have been duo to differonces between 
the treasurer and his colleagues. The C. P, 
R. last June announced its intention of re- 
paying tho money for tho North Shore 
road. The bondB bear 5 per cent., and tho 
province borrows at 4. Tho Promior, there- 
fore, does not doairo repayment. Mr. Hall 
insisted on accepting the money and apply- 
ing it in payment of provincial debentures 
due next January.

Advance Summary of the Conclusions 
Arrived at By the Government 
Labor Commiaslou 



European Stockholders in Central Pa- 
ciilc Hail way— Kuauia and China 
Agree as to the Pamirs. 

Lond i.v, Sept. 28.— The government labor 
commiasion has issued an advanco su.n- 
mary of tbo conoluaionB reaohed upon a re- 
view of oxbauBtivo evidence taken by that 
body. The principal concluaiona are aa fol- 
lows : 1. The number of thoBO osmpoting 
for employment baa everywhere decreased. 
2, The decrease of the numbor of wage 
oarners in agriculture haB been most marked 
in Ireland, bat the effeot of a decrease has 
beon most felt in Scotland, whore only there 
ia a genoral complaint of the aoarcity 
of laborers. .'!. In England a general con- 
traction of employment in agrioulture 
la proceeding concurrently with the de- 
crease of wage earnere, and to Bon.e ex- 
tent balanced the aupply and domand. 
1. Tho decrease in the number of labor- 
ers has increased the chance cf securing regu- 
lar work by those who desire it. 5. Thu uni- 
versal withdrawal of women from tho field is 
an evidenco of improvement in the ciioum- 
atanoes of the laborers, 6 Tho material 
condition of labor has everywhere improvod, 
though there are still very wide and striking 
differences as to the amount of remuneration 
received by thorn in different localities and 
parts of the United Ivngdom 7. This im- 
provement, though in some measure duo to 
an increase of earnings, is, however, very 
largely the reBult of the cheapening of com- 
modities wbioh aro the necessaries of life. 
S The least satisfactory circumstances ef- 
fecting the life of the laborers is the condi- 
tion of tho dwellings which some of them are 
compelled to live in. 

Cnurlea Rivers Wilson, comptroller of the 
national debt office, iB going to tho United 
States as a representative of tho European 
stockholders of the Central Pacifio railway, 
and will negotiato with the government at 
Washington in regard to that railroad's 
debt to the government of tho United 
States. Wilson will also ascertain what 
modifications can be mado in tho lease be- 
tween tho Central Pacific and tho Southern 
Pacific companies. 

The Chronicle express«s tho belief that 
there will bo a large silver vote, if not an 
absoluto silver majority in tho next con- 
gress, and says : "Cleveland waB disposed 
to coquette with tho silver men, and alto- 
gether a more curious and mixed situation 
was never known. The spootacle of the 
New York State Democratic convention 
praising Cleveland and at tho same time 
nominating Hill adds the finale to the odd 
picture. It predicts a lively campaign." 

Business firms here having connections 
with Rio de Janeiro are hourly receiving 
mosaagee from that city, and littlo credence 
is given to the reports of riota there. 
Cable dispatches indicate that everything 
iB quiet. 

The British miners' federation have de- 
cided to support the Scottish miners in their 
determination to continuo the strike. 

A Paris correspondent is the authority for 
the statement that a provisional agreement 
had been entered into last July between 
Russia and China 'regirding the future ac- 
tion of tho former in the Pamirs. This 
agreement prohibited either from pasaing 
the Sarrikul range. 

Newspapers report that Premier Dupuy 
will shortly resign, 



THE PEARY PARTY. 

Statement of Members of the Expedition and 
Emphatic Denial by Mrs. Peary. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 27. — The interview 
with Mrs. Peary aent out from Washington, 
in which eho expressed surprise that any 
member of the expedition to Greenland 
under her husband's leadership should havo 
found fault with the quantity or quality of 
the food, haB exoitcd the ire of tho dissatis- 
fied members of tho party and 
they vented thoir foelings somewhat freely 
this morning. At first Messrs. Eatriken, 
Aatrupp, Clark, Davidson and Swain wore 
in favor of drawing up a statement to tho 
public giving an account of tho expedition's 
winter in Greenland and tho causes for dis- 
satisfaction. They considered themselves 
released from their pledge of silenco to 
Peary by Mrs. Peary giving an interview. 
However, after some further talk among 
themsolvea they decided to await any fur- 
ther disclosures by Mra. Peary boforo they 
laid their caBO before tho public. Despite 
the decision not to make a joint statement, 
in conversation some of the membors of tho 
party could not prevent their feeling of bit- 
term si town ids Peary from giving itself 
utterance. 0;ie member of the party said : 
" Tlie members of tho main expedition went 
with Poary with tho understanding that 
they wero to remain two years. Their ex- 
perience of his methods for a single year 
sufficed them, and that experience accounts 
for their comiDg back on the Falcon. They 
found that everything waa red tape, and 
that aa rcgarrtn glory their commander 
wantedi'to hog it all.' Tho Lioutenant 
und his wife hau their own quarters and 
every comfort obtainable, while tho othora 
had to forago for themsolvos." 

W. T. Swain, who went out as Peary's 
private secretary, Baid, "as rogards our 
food, hero is the bill of fore; 

Rroakfam— Cornmeal mush, sprinkled by 
Peaty with sugar, and a sparing hand, 
bacon with all the fat fried out of it, an oc- 
casional ipoonfull o( Boston beans out of a 
can, coffeo. 

Lunch — lioilod eoal moat, tasting liko 
stalo mutton, flavored with coal oil; corn 
bread and tea. 

Dinner— Reindeer meat, when wo could 
got it, seal meat when wo could not; beans 
occasionally, and — don't omit thia — one 
half slice whito bread; collie. 

On Sunday ovening, hb a fpuoial treat, we 
had for deBs^rt oneoinof tomatoes among 
tho party. What Peary and his wifo had, 
W3 don't know. They lived apart, and no 
ono of ua was over during tho wiiolo timo in- 
vited to their quarters, Peary would order 
some of us to go on a aovonty-fivo milo 
sledge journey to procuro food for hiB dogs, 
and only give us an hour's warning, when 
half a day could have been accorded. Tho 
hour did not suffice to dry our fur stookings, 
and wo wero in risk of fr< v.tn foot. My toe, 
which lames mo, was frozen in juBt that 
way, and one thing I can add — no Arctic 
expedition can over succeed which takes a 
woman along to hamper it. 

Washington, Sopt. 28. — Mrs. Peary, 
wifo of tho Arotio explorer, donios the 
stories of some of tho membors of her hus- 
band's party as to their alleged treatment. 
Thoso ohargoa In brief aro that Lb. Peary's 
autooratio methods wero offonalvo to his bb- 
eooiate8, that ho was Inoonsidorato of thoir 
comfort and UDgontlomanly In his treatment 
of them, that thoy woro nearly starved to 



death, and that they would havo fared bet- 
ter hhd Mrs. Peary not beon a member t.f 
tho parry. Mra. Poary said that nor huB- 
baDd was unusually considerate of his men. 
" As to the menu," ahe said " ho gave them 
the bdst that it waB possible to obtain. No 
partiality was shown. Lieut. Peary, all re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding, sat, 
at tho table with his men and ahared their 
hardships in every way. I oould not go to 
the public tablo on account of my baby. 
Some of the table dolicaoies given me by my 
frienda wore uaud by me, but my husband 
declined to Bhare them with me, saying that 
hi preferred to havo only what waa given to 
the reBt of the party," 

THE A. 11 U. TRIALS. 

If tlie Law Will Not Punish the uenei'nl 
Managers, God Will Give tho Poor 
People Justice. 

Chicago, Sept. 28. — In an intonaoly 
eloquent and dramatic speech, whioh held 
spell-bound a largo crowd in the U. S. court' 
room this morning, Attorney W. W. Erwin 
made his closing argument for tho defend- 
ants in the American Railway Union oases. 
Mr. Erwin said in part : " My colleague, 
Mr. Gregory, struck the keynoto of this 
matter when ho said that the aot of striko 
was ono consistent with civil and religious 
liberty. I say thoro was no rodreBB from 
the Pullman horror, although thero aro 
many who say otherwise, What could thoy 
do? D. dare war? No. Rroak tho 
public peace? No. Then what might 
thoy do? Anything that God given 
ooneclenoo prompted them. That ie 
the liberty of thia flag. Thia caeo ia tho 
beginning of a suit, our frionds on the other 
side tell ub, to loeo it ie the end of defen- 
sive suits. Wo aro now on our defense for 
the laBt timo. To-morrow wo shall begin 
on them. Tho conscience of thia nation 
will domand that special oounsel bo appoint- 
ed to proaocuto tho general mausgers. I 
believe in courta but I alao believe In the 
people, and in conscience. These my clionta 
are oharged with sotting fire to tho cars. 
We will find out to-morrow who Bot those 
fires— these oamp firoa to turn tho tomper 
of tho public ThiB fair city will nover pay 
S3.000.000 for railroads until it finds out 
who aet theso fires. I hopo the nation will 
give tho managers an opportunity to de- 
fend themselves. 

" Pullman was guilty of a oauao to 
strike and so the strike camo. If mombora 
of the American Railway Union had a right 
to strike againat Pullman they hud a right 
to strike againat Pullman's contractors, 
railroads. So far as I am concerned I am 
willing to leave this case to your own plain 
decision. 1 would rather leave it to you to 
decide than to deoido it myself. If you 
should deem it wise to decido against these 
men, it would be more liko a crucifixion in the 
cause of labor againat capital rattier than a 
puniahment of tho defendants. Pullman set 
his foot on the nock of the poor and tho gen- 
eral manaeers allied themsolvts with him. 
If the law does not do it God will give the8e 
poor people juatico ; Ho will punish tho 
general managers." 

Edwin L. Walker, in closing the argu- 
ments for the government, and the final one 
in the case, said ho would attempt to prove 
to the court boforo ho finished his argument 
that the A. R U. wsa nothing moro than a 
huge trust organized for that purpose, and 
it camo under the Sherman anti-trust aot of 
1800. In regard to Mr. Erwin'a in- 
timation that the cars had been 
set on fire at tho instance of tho 
general managers, Mr. Walker said 
that the whole mattor had been investigated 
by a grand jury, and witnesses had been 
brought forward to prove tho truth of the 
ohargeB. The apeoial counael for tho gov- 
ernment then went into tho law of tho case, 
replying to tho argument mado for the de- 
fendants. Mr. Gregory interrupted him to 
ask if the President approved these proceed- 
ings now being takon at Chicago to mako 
theae defendants oboy the law. Mr. Walker 
confined himself to an argument on the evi- 
donee and facts rather than a rhetorical de- 
mand for the punishment of the defendants,

New Westminster, Sept. 2S. — (Special) 
— A man namod Barker, suid to bo wealthy 
and prominent at Everett, Washington, ar- 
rived last night soarohing for his stepdaugh- 
ter, Miss Caasio Barker, who left hor homo 
on Tueaday and came hero. ThiB young 
lady is 1G years old, good looking and has a 
superior education. She says she left, home 
to escape tho illtreatment of hor stopf »ther, 
whioh she has borno from a child and now 
haB become unbearable Sinco arriving hero 
she has endeavored to find employment und 
haa behaved with propriety. Sho thought 
Bhe could not bo taken back from the Cana- 
dian side but loarning tho contrary bIio ac- 
companied hor Btepfather this morning.

A SPECIMEN SENATOR. 

Senator Higgina, of Delaware, is one of a 
class of politicians too frequently found in 
the United States. He is ovidently an 
Ardent believer in the Almighty Dollar — with 
& capital "A" of the largest size. He 
apparently believes that Canadians are 
ready to nell themselves for Amerioan money, 
or rather for the chance— whioh in these 
days looks alim enough — of getting more of 
that money than thoy can secure now. 

Thia broad minded Senator a little more 
than a week ago went to O^denaburg, N Y., 
for the expreaspurposeof talkingtoits people 
»bout their noighbora on the other aido of the 
Rivor St. Lawronco. Senator Higgina 
labors under the delusion that Canadians 
depend for their very existence on their 
trade with the United States. He also is 
of that peculiar achool of eoonomibts 
who hold that trade, alwaya and every- 
where ia one-aided, that what one of 
the partie8 to a tranaaotion gains the other 
loseB. The diBoiplea of thia school evident, 
ly consider that the Boiler confers a favor on 
the buyer for whioh ho can never bo suf- 
ficiently grateful. The idea that trade can 
bb beneficial to both the parties ooncerned in 
it they regard as perfectly absurd. The dis- 
cerning reader will see that Senator Higgina 
was posoeaacd by both those uutiona when 
he made the following remarks : 

No people can be aasured of the atability 
ef any prosperity that reata upon the viciaai- 
tndea of the legislation of a foreign govern- 
ment, and Canada can have no assurance 
that the American legislation of 1S94 will 
Itand more than four years longer. In fact, 
only in continental unity, in the union of 
the poople of Canada with the people of 
the United States aa rqual atatea 
tinder one federal government, can 
Canada be assured the right to a tnll 
share in our markets, and only by 
continental unity can all the outstanding 
differences and troubles be settled that ariae 
inevitably out of the continent being divided 
aa it now ia. 

If Mr. Higgina know as much aa a man 
in his poaition ought to know who under- 
takes to address an audience on tho relations 
betweon Canada and the United Statea, he 
would not have takon for granted that 
Canada's prosperity depends on the caprioea 
of United Statea legialators. He would, 
too, if he had anything liko intelligent no- 
tions about tho operations of trade, be con- 
vinced that Americana only buy from Cana- 
dians when they consider it their intere8t 
to get what tho latter have to sell; and he 
would have Been that to reaaon on the aa- 
sumption that Americans purchase Canadian 
products merely to oblige the people of 
Canada would bo nothing hotter than the 
merest nonsense. To assume, as Mr. Hig- 
gina appears to have done, that Canadians 
arc on the threat of exclusion 
Jrum the bcuelhn uf trade with the Unitod 
States to fall on their knees and beg to bo 
admitted into the union, proves that he 
knowe very little about recent political 
movemontB in Canada, and still lesB about 
the strength of Canadian loyalty to the 
Mother Country, If ho had boon qualifiod 
to treat tho subject of his discourse intelli- 
gently, ho would havo known that it waa 
only tho other day that a Canadian party 
auffered defeat merely bocauso some of ita 
loadora had proposed to enter into a trade 
arrangement undor whioh Great Britain waB 
to be discriminated againBt to favor tho 
United Statea. He would also have known 
that tho auroBt way to commit political 
suicide in thia Dominion ia to booome an ud- 
vonate of annexation. 

The truth ia tho intolligont Canadian 
reador of Senator Higgina 1 speech at Ogden8- 
burg will be euro to set him down aa a 
small-minded, bigotted politician who tckos 
narrow viowa of tho political quoatioua of 
his own country, and who knowa aa littlo 
about Canadian public opinion und Canadian 
lontiment aa ho doea about tho viowa of the 
inhabitants of Timbuctoo on European 
politioa. 

PURCHASABLE ELECTORS. 

A short timo ogo almost ovory planter in 
Louiaiana was a atauuoh Domocrat ; to-day 
a very largo proportion ot them are enthu- 
siaatio Republican. Tho Repuhlicana are 
now congratulating thomBolves on tho bo- 
quieition of tho Louiaiana Domoorata. What 
ia tho oauso of tho ohango 2 How ia it that 
a wholo Stato haa aecoded from tho Demo- 



cratic party 1 The reaaon 1b simple. It ia thia: 
Tho Repuhlicana gavo tho Louiaiana plantore 
a bounty of two oenta a pound on tho sugar 
thoy raised, and the DemooratB have discon- 
tinued it, giving in its room a protective 
duty of 40 per oent. on raw augar. In 
plain Eagliab, the Repuhlicana bought 
tho proud Southern planters, and bo- 
causo the Democrats will not pay 
tho Republlouo prioo they havo gono 
over to their original purchasers. Thia ia 
what part of the chivalry of the South haB 
oomo to. Mauy of tiiuee formiDg it have 
put a money price on their vote?, and are 
ready to sell themselves politionlly to the 
h'ghest biddor. 

Of courso tho Louisiana men do not toll 
their atory in thiB plain way, but however 
they may dress it up, it will bo found that 
this ia exactly what it moans. The Ropub- 
lioana put raw eug*r on tho froe liab. This 
was done for the advantage of tho whole 
oountry. Sugar, they argued, had bocomo 
a nocoBsary of life. It ia consumed largely 
by the wholo c >mmuuity— the poor us 
well us tho rioh. So Mr. McKinley made 
raw sugar free and imposed a duty on re- 
fined sugar. Tho Louisiana planters pro- 
tested against thia as unjust to thorn, 
exposing them aB it did to tho competition 
of the world, while it, proteotod the sugar 
refiners by giving thorn both freo raw ma- 
torial and a protective duty. Tho Republi- 
cans admitted tho justice of tho planters' 
oomplaint, and to Batisfy them gavo them 
a bounty on tho sugar thoy raised. Somo 
of the planters objected to tho Ropublicon 
policy. Thoy Bald : "The bounty is woll 
enough, but who ia to guarauteo that it ia 
going to laat ? Tho growora of whoat and 
ootton and tobasco may conaidor that thoy 
havo as good a right to a bounty aa wo, 
and may use their influence and their 
votos to have tho bounty taken from ua, and 
then we will bo worso oft' than ever." The 
Republicaua carried out their polioy. The 
sugar plantora got thoir bounty and 
were sa'iafiad with it, aa woll they 
might. lint what the wise ones 
among them apprehondod in 1S90, 
haa come to pasa. The pooplo turned the 
Repuhlicana out of office, and the Domoorata 
were elected to power pledged to roviso and 
reform tho tariff. They have taken tho 
bDunty from the sugar growers and have 
given them instead o stiff protective duty of 
•10 per cent. But the priao ia tint high 
enough, and tho majority of the planters 
have gone over to tho Repuhlicana. They 
havo, too, signified their intention in lau- 
guago not found in the booka of education to 
do their very hast to turn their old political 
friends and co-laborera out of power. The 
bounty has oomplotely demoralized the 
great bulk of the Louisiana politicians and 
electors. The bribe has not only blinded 
them to their own true interest, but it has 
deprived them of their independence and 
their self-respect. They havo shown 
in the moat emphatic manner that their 
patriotism and political principles are in 
their pocketbooks. This ia a melancholy 
spectacle, and showB ho* quickly men re- 
garded aa high-minded can becomo aa mer- 
cenary as tho greediest of ward politicians. 



A BOLD MAN. 



Mr. William L. Wilson, the gentleman 
who had the Democratic tariff bill in 
charge and after whom it. has been called, 
was a bold man to attond tho dinnor given 
to him by the London Chamber of Com- 
merce, and bolder still to speak to the 
bunquettors on the American trade ques- 
tion. His political opponents, aa everyone 
knows, have time and again accused him 
and his party of playing into the hands of 
tho British. He must have been woll aware 
that every word said by English merchants 
in praise of the stand he had taken would 
be represented by the Repuhlicana in his 
own country as tho strongest condemnation 
of his polioy that could be uttered. The 
first article of the commercial creed of 
many American politicians is that the 
trade policy which the British approve must 
of necessity be injurious to the interests 
of the commerce of the Unitod States. Mr. 
Wilaon must have foreseen that tho oheerB 
with which his utterances were grooted by 
his EDgliah audience will in the United 
States bo mado to appoar inoontrovortiblo 
evidonco that ho is a traitor to hia country 
and an enemy to its interoBts. He mupt 
havo heard in imagination the howls and 
oxeorationa of American Anglophobias, and 
he must havo had a premonition of the 
soothing articles that will bo written to con- 
vinco tho pooplo of tho United Statea that 
tho American whoso speech was applauded 
by British merchants was a man whom it 
would be dangerous for United Statea citi- 
zens to trust. Knowing all this and foro- 
seoing tho atorm of vilification and oppro- 
brium whioh he, by delivering that 
apeech, would bring upon him, ho was, wo 
repeat, a bold man to accept tho invitation 
of tho London Chamber of Commerce. 



"BAEDEKER'S CANADA." 

Baedeker has issued a very handsome 
guide book for Canada. Its title is " Tho 
Dominion of Canada, with Newfoundland, 
and an excursion to Al ska : Handbook for 
Travellers, by Karl Baedeker; with 10 
maps and 7 plans." The work is worthy of 
tho famous publishers. It oontains almost 
everything that tho intelligent traveller 
would liko to know of tho oountry. The 
descriptions aro necessarily short, bub they 
aro correct, and tho statistics aro carofully 
oompiled and, aa far aB wo have been ablo to 
see, aro exceedingly full and accuruto. Tea 
much cannot be said in praiso of tho 
typography of tho work, and as re- 
gards printing and paper it is olearly 
a book mado to stand rough usage. The 
Montreal Gazette commends thia guidebook 
enthusiastically, and we do nob think that 
wo can do bottor than to quoto its descrip- 
tion of tho volume : 

Sooing thia void, it was a happy thought 
of Mr. Karl Baodoker to sond a qualified 



ropreaentative of his establishment to all 
parts of the Dominion to collect materials 
for a now hand-book for travellers. This 
representative, Mr. J. F. Muirhoad, M.A., 
waa no atranger within our gatea, and ho 
knew how to make hia way to sources of in- 
formation that loft nothing to bo deairod. 
He had served a valuablo apprenticeship 
in preparing the Unitod Statea Baodoker, 
and ho has the gift of condensing 
lucidly. Hia book iB history, googra- 
phy, constitutional vado rmoutn, aporting 
indfx and railway and steamboat guide. 
It would beditlioult to mention any mat- 
ter of real intercBt touching tho country, 
ita people, ita resourced, ita sconery, its 
historic and romantic aeaooiationB, to 
which Mr. Muirhoad has not given intel- 
ligent) attention uorrespondiug to ita im- 
portance. Hn muet indeed ha a prodigy 
of many-sided learning touching our share 
in the North Amerioan continent who can- 
not obtain from thia now Baedeker some 
fresh faot of interest. Horaco long ago in- 
dioated the peril of excessivo brevity it; a 
pregnant lino, Mr. Muirhead, though necos- 
sarlly brief, is not obcouro and, for such a 
work, it wouid bo diiiioult to improvo his 
Btylo. Beautiful mapB and plana, duo largely 
to tho en operation of tho Surveyor-General, 
Capt. Doville. inoroaao tho value of the 
lettor-preiB. In this respect the book is 
without Buporior, perhaps without poor. 
Monographs on the Constitution of Canada, 
by Dr. Bourinot, C M G ; on Canada's 
Geology and Geography, by Dr G. M. Daw- 
sin, C.M.G ; on Spnrto and Pastimes, by 
Messrs. Fuller and ChamborB, with aoveral 
pages of ohronology and bibliogruphy, add 
to tho reader's obligations. Special infor- 
mation on a variuty of subjects was commu- 
nicated by tho Rev. Abbe Verreau, and 
Messrs. W. McLonnan, W. D. Lighthall, 
Mr. J. M. Lo Moino, Drs. A. Johnaon und 
S. E. Dawson and Beveral other gentlemen, 
whilo tho lubora of Mr. George Johnson, 
Dominion statistician, have boon utilized 
throughout. Wo consider the appearance 
of this little book, so egg full of precious 
knowledgo, attractively imparted, un ovont 
in the growth of our country's reputation. 

EXPLANATION. 

The Vancouver correspondent of tho Col- 
onist writes that the report in circulation in 
Vancouvor, and subsequently publiahed in 
this paper, in reference to tho tower of tho 
Powell Inna-of Court building being bol- 
stered up to avoid its collapsing ia, not cor- 
reot. The correspondent carefully examined 
the tower together with tho arohitoot, ard 
found it Bound. In justico to tho architect, 
whoso work wo regret to havo boon tho 
means of disparaging, the following explana- 
tion aa to how tho rumor started 1b given : 

The tower is eupportodon atone corbela, 
the lower course of three stones being 
deeply mouldod. The central one of these 
three " pinched " and the moulding cracked 
akin deep. As thia crack would certainly 
admit tho rain, frost would inevitably shell 
off tho moulding and disfiguro the work, 
consequently the stone waa partly relieved 
of ita load by meana of iron braoketa and tho 
whole enclosed with galvanized iron mould- 
ingB, which in no way detract from the ap- 
pearance of the tower. 

There haa been no aettlement, which ia 
easily proved by examination, con«pqunnt,ly 
the tower wub not straightened. Without 
settlement thore could bo no threatened 
collapBe, and there was no oatastrophe to 
bo averted, the injury to tho stone (itself 
but one of nine) was purely superficial, and 
in no way effects ita structural efficiency,

Xhe vilUpo w»s 
situated on an island in Nootka sound und 
the population was composed exclusively of 
natives, many of tho Si washes being en- 
gaged in seal hunting on the " white man's 
atick-ahips." Included in tho ruins of tho 
fire are the wrooks of eight large rancherio 
houaea, in whioh were oontained many of tho 
choiceat trea8uros of the tribe. 

A numiier of youths who were pining to 
tafte in the attractions of thn Taooma fair 
are wailing in bittor disappointment and at 
home. It appears that the Seattlo Post- 
Intelligencer arranged to take all the child- 
ren who oared to go from Seattle to the 
fair. A number of the tickets wore Bent 
out over tho country, and Borne of them 
found their way to Victoria for presenta- 
tion to the littlo folk here. Those were 
eagerly gathered in by sundry biys, who 
hailed with delight the proposition that 
they were to go to Taooma "fur nufiiu — 
see."

Auditor Raymur Appointed Water 
ConnnisBiuiitii — Darey Island to 
Be Looked After. 



A special meeting of the city counoil was 
held io the committee room of tho city hall 
last ni^ht, the Mayor and a full aldermanio 
board being present. The City Clerk read 
a memorandum outlining the actions of the 
council and the various motions in tho 
matter of the Douglas Btreett sewer exten- 
sion. His Worship rulod everything except 
the amended report of the sewerage com- 
mittee made in tho first plaoo as being out 
of order. Tho whole question of day work 
v. contract waa then opened again and 
argued at length. 

A motion to procood by day work waa 
amended to read that it should not ba done 
by tho day until the commissioners so re- 
quest. As amended the motion carried. 

Hia Worship Btated that he had been in- 
formed that the mayor and aldermen of Ta- 
coma woro coming over on Tuesday next 
and thought that some steps should bo taken 
to receive them. 

Mr. Brown'H request for boat house 
room in James bay and tho refusal was ac- 
knowledged by theSeorotary of tholnttrior. 

Sanitary tflioer Conlin pointed out that 
the accommodations on Darcy island are in- 
adequate. There are nine men on the island 
and houses for only seven. Steps wjll be 
taken to remedy the matter. 

Socrotary Renouf tendered a formal invi- 
tation to the Mayor and counoil to be 
present at the opening of the B C. Agricul- 
tural Association Exhibition. Accented. 

Belyea & Gregory, for A. G. Lyndall, 
askod $150 for damages received through u 
loose p'ank on Pembroke atreot. Referred 
to the financo committee. 

Sundry bills preBeuted by tho fiaance 
committee wero ordered paid. 

Tno committer will look after the ap- 
plication of Mr. Barry, who wishes admit- 
tance to the Old Men's Home. 

The soworogo committee recommended 
that tho Harrison & Walkley claim for 
$177 50 bo paid. Adopted. 

The atreets committee stated that Pierce 
& Turner would movo their fenco back 
ten foet on Cadboro bay road. Accepted. 

The electrio light committee reported 
that Coughlin & Mayo were the lowest tend- 
erers on post holes, but no deposit had been 
Bent in, so they had made no award. 

The committeo was ordered to award the 
contract to the lowest tenderer complying 
with all the requirements. Time was ex- 
tended to Oct. 20, and Mr. Nelson waa 
awarded the contract. 

Water works matters were takon up. 
Aid. Munn's motion to reinstate Mr. Wil- 
mot was lost. 

Mr. Ruymur was then named for wator 
commissioner at a total salary of $130, Mr. 
Wilmot to bo known as city and water 
works engineer. The motion was carried. 

The council then reBolved itself into com- 
mittee of the wholo to consider health mat- 
ters. 

It was resolved to destroy the buildings 
at the Ross Bay puapect station. 

The attention of the council was called to 
the need of a Bhort road into some new 
grounds at Rass Bay cemetery, and the 
meeting adj turned. 

MR. MOaUiVS CASE. 

To the Editor :— May I ask you to pub- 
lish tno following correspondence, and 
tbroughyouroolumns permit me to appeal to 
the public as to the treatment I have re- 
ceived at the hands of its representatives. 

Victoria, Aug. 20, 1804. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Victoria : 
Gentlemen : — I have addressed two let- 
ters to your honorable body in reference to 
sewerage matters, to which I have received 
no reply. 

Believing that tho action of the council 
ariaea from an ignorance of the foots, and 
that ilB members are not aware, or have 
been incorrectly informed as to the arrange- 
ment made with me by tho corporation in 
1SD0, I beg moat respectfully to submit for 
your consideration the following facts : 

In August, 1800, at the request of the 
Mayor and Council I prepared u plan show- 
ing tho proposed sowerago workB ; this plan 
was, for the information of the ratepayers, 
placed on view in tho Uity Engineer's office 
prior to the loan by law beiug submitted to 
the people. 

Alter tho passage of the by-law, I was ro 
quested to state upon what terma I would 
take cnaigo of and carry out the works 
shown on iliat plun. 

I offered, considering tho magnitude of 
thewoiks, in lieu of tho ordinary commis- 
sion to perform the duties of engineer for 
tho sum of :?,'}, 000 per annum ; this cfl'jr waa 
accepted and I peifjrmed my duties to tho 
entire satisfaction of tho commissioners op- 
pointed by tho corporation until Juno, 
1893, when I was summarily dismisaod by 
tho council— the reason being, bb I waa told, 
that the appropriation waa exhausted and 
no further funds wero available. 

Since that date, howover, portions of tho 
works, covered by my agreement, have 
been, and are being carried on, and the ro- 
suit is that tho corporation practically re- 
pudiates an agreement entered into by 
itself, and foithtully performed by mo. 

Tho plan referred to covers all the work 
now boing executed, and I hold a certificate 
signed by the Mayor and members of tho 
sowerago committeo of 1890, stating that I 
waa appointed to take chargo of the sewer- 
age works in accordance with tho turms of 
my lettor.

The committee's other statement, " tho 
faots of 'he caBO being known by your com- 
mittee," can hardly lieuccepted in the sense 
in which it ia evidently deairod it should bo 
understood. 

The Beworage committee, to which my 
letter referred, oarolully avoided investi- 
gating the atatoments mado therein, which 
apparently was the obj-eot for which it was 
referred to them, and ovidently wish the 
council to infer that thoso atotemont8 wero 
either untruo or grossly exaggerated. 

They say they know the facte ; if so, they 
know that every word contained in my let- 
ters is abBolutoly true. They have, however, 
jumpod to a conclusion without taking the 
troublo to see the evidence which 1 offered 
to plauo ar, their disposal. A» a matter the 
ex sowerago amimhsiouors, including His 
Worship tho Mayor, know that tho facta are 
us I havo stated, while the sewerage commit- 
tee evidently seek to impress tho contrary 
upon I ho council. 

I shall be happy to show you the docu- 
ments referred to that you may bo ablo tt 
judgo for yourself to how much credenci 
ilio report of tho sewerugo committeo is en 
titled.

Chinese and Japanese From British 
Columbia Will Not Seek 
Service. 



SEWERAGE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen, in Council assembled: 
Gentlemen : — Your soworogo oommittoo 
having aousidored tho undermentioned sub- 
jects beg to report and recomniond as fol- 
lows : 

Ro communication from Mr. Mohun, stat- 
ing olaim against the oity In rogard to tho 



Reporls have been in circulation for the 
paBt few days that a number of Chineie from 
this city and Pugot Sound wero Bottling up 
their aiT*ira in order to return to China and 
tako up arms in defence of their native land, 
Inquiries among well informed Chinamen 
prove that there is absolutely no foundation 
for tho story, and several prominent mer- 
chants of Cormorant and Fisg^rd streets 
laugh at tho idea of any Chineao allowing 
their patriotism to override their prudence. 

As an additional argument ugainBt any 
Victoria Chinaman taking suoh a course, 
must be cited the fact that with tho excep- 
tion of a few merchants, every 
native of the Flowery Kingdom in 
British Columbia ia a member of 
tho powerful secret society known as the 
Choo Kung-Tung, whose object ia to over- 
throw the Maoohu dynasty or Men Chewan 
root, to whioh belongs tho present reigning 
family and the greaur portion of tho domi- 
nant class in China. Tho Chinese govern- 
ment is well aware of the fact that this 
society, which Is very Btror.g in the north- 
ern provinces, has numerous adherents on 
this aido of the Pacific, and any Chinaman 
who Bhould voluntarily return to oiler hia 
services would bo regarded with a suspicion 
that would probably prevent his employ- 
ment in any capacity. 

Not only so, but members of the Chee- 
Kurg-Tung do not look upon tho recent 
Japaueao victories as an unmitigated evil, 
and were it not that there is still left in 
their breasts a very feeble spark of patriot- 
ism, thoy would regard the defeat of their 
countrymen as an undisguised blossing, 
hoping that their Manchurian conquerorB 
and rulerB would fall beneath the general 
odium which must follow a nation- 
al diaister. All the Chinese mer- 
chants receive with distruBt tho reports 
of the war whioh reach us by cable, and 
they much prefor to accept the roso-oolored 
accounts which thoy find in tho native 
Chinese journols. Some of theBO are ex- 
tremely amusing, and to show how ill suc- 
cois hai-| weakened Li Hung-Cuang's authori- 
ty, n quotation from an editorial in the 
Chung-Hsi- Yot-Pao (China-European Daily) 
of the 31at August, a native paper publish- 
ed in C»nton, is instructive. It says : 

"Li Hung-Chung is very strongly of the 
opinion that it would bo advisable for the 
Chinese troops to be led into aotion by 
European officers, us the latter, owing to 
their barbarity and savage dispositions, and 
from tho fact that their nations live by war, 
are better fitted for tho battle field than a 
more civilizod race. In pursuance of his 
opinion, Li Hung Chang haa deputed a high 
command to a Gorman named von Han- 
neken, but wo cannot agree with him. 

"At the battle of Ashan, in Korea, in 
which ourtroopB were eminontly successful, 
none but native Chineao officers wero at the 
hoad of our braves, who numbered but 3,500 
to 12,000 of tho enemy. During tho first 
two daya' lighting tho Japanese wore re- 
poatodly ropulBed, our Ioaa in killed alone 
boing about 600, and had it not been that 
tho Japanese early on tho morning of tho 
third day surprised tho romainder of our 
forces in their tonts wo would undoubtedly 
have gained a decisive victory. 

" As it was, the Japaneao wero afraid to 
pursue tho remnant of tho ChinoBo army, 
but Batiafiod with capturing their artillery, 
bagguge and provisions, retreated to their 
transports. If our troops, who at that time 
did not know that war waB declared, oan 
fight so bravoly undor Chinese officora, why 
should thoy bo askod to suller Europeans to 
load them ? " 

Tho ominent editor states further on that 
no prisoners were taken by tho Japunose, 
but that up to dato nothing hud been heard 
of any auivivora of the Chinoso column. 
Caina hud issued no call to her absent sons 
for assistance ; not so Japan. It is Bald 
here that tiie Mikado's government has 
offered free transportation homo for all Jap- 
anese desirous of returning to tako up arms, 
tho absentees who do not burn with military 
ardor being r« quested each to contribute S.'IO 
to tho national war fund. The Japanepo con- 
Bui at Vancouver denies this lattor report.

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of §150,000 for Water Works Pur- 

POSGS. 

WhoronB it is cxpedlont and necossary to 
raiao a sum of money for extending and im- 
proving tho supply of water of th? wator works 
of tho City of Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thoroof, and for Unit purposo to raise by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho aald city tho sum 
of S150.000; 

And whoreas It will roquiro tho sum of 
87,731 to ho ralsod annually by rato for tho pay- 
ment ef tho now debt and intorest; 

And whcrenB tho wholo ratnblo land and 
Improvements or real proper! y of tho Bald cor 
poratlon of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tho last rovlsed assessment roll for tho yoar 
1891, is 815,559.370X0; 

And whoreas it will require an annual rato 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now debt and interest; 

And whoreas this By-law shall not bo altered 
or ropoaled oxcopt with tho consent of tho 
Lieutenant Govornor-in Council, 

Bo It thoroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of the City of Vic 
toria, as follows : 

Soo. 1 . It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures horeinaf tor mentioned from 
any porson or persons, body or bodies corpor 
ato, who may be willing to advance tho samo 
na a loan, a sum of money not exceeding In tho 
wholo tho Bum of 5150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cauao all sums so raised 
or received to bo paid Into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tbo objoct heroinbeforo ro- 
cited.

The "Sadie Turpel" Rome — The 
Northern Indian Case Not 
a Murder. 



To-day or Monday tho first of the Britiah 
Columbia salmon fleet of 1894 will sail for 
Liverpool, She is the British ship City of 
Glasgow, Captain B. Morrison, of 1,698 
, tons burden. Her oargo was all loaded at 
the outer wharf, whoro three of the other 
five vessels will receive their consignments. 
There are but six vessels ohartered so far to 
convey the salmon output of tho province to 
England this yoar, and it is probable that 
these will represent tho whole fleet, just 
four fewer than in last year's fleot. In ton- 
nage, howover, the contrait is not nearly 
si groat, the difference being as between 
7,150 and 9 503 Tho vessels comprising 
this year's fldet are : The Gr. bk. Senta, 
1,037 tjDB ; Br. ep. City of Glasgow, 1.1GS ; 
Br. bk. Cjrryveachan, 1,299 ; Br. sp. CUn 
Bobertaon, 1,540 ; Br. Bch. Bimas, SS5 ; and 
Br. bk. Northornhay. It was on October 9 
when tho first of last year's fleet started, 
but by that timo this your two of the fleot 
will probably bo under BLil, if not thrto.

Smith, B. Eaplin, 
Mrs. A. Smith, B. Mess, alao J. Diok and 
party from Port McNeill (who have been 
boring for coal and who were landed at 
Nanaimo) besides 70 Chinamen and Indians, 
returning from the aalmon oannoriea. The 
engineer of the Hudson Bay Co. 'a Bteamer 
Caledonia arrived on the Bo3cowitz. 
Oaring the seaBon hia vessel made 
three succeasful trips up to tho ForkB of the 
Skeena, butehe is now laid up for the win- 
ter. The provincial police officers who 
made a trip up the Skeena a few weeks ago 
in search of some Indians suspected of mur- 
dering a siwash found dead in an Indian vil- 
lage in the vicinity of Port Easington last 
winter, have returned. There wero no signs 
of violence in the case, and tho euBpicions 
regarding his death provod groundless when 
investigated. The officera aro now satisfied 
that death waa caused through frost— the 
firat theory formed. 

FROM THE RUSSIAN COAST. 

Not an accident, nor even a bad storm, on 
the entire voyage is the good report of tho 
sealing schooner Sadie Turpel, Captain Le 
Blare, which returned to port yeBtorduy. 
Together with this rare streak of luck, tno 
schooner secured a catch of 2,000 odd akinB, 
half of which arrived in ar 1 oo of tho 
schooner. After cruising a' g tho Japin- 
ese coast, the Bchooner spent the last part 
of the eoaBon off the Coppor Islands, doirg 
very well. She was throe days in the 
Straits when the tug Mary Hare gave her a 
tow, and no doubt was mistaken, for tho 
Mary Ellen by those reporting the latter ub 
boiog there.

Entries aro coming in at a lively rate and 
the Btream of intending exhibitors Beeme to 
grow larger every day, Aa a oouBtquence 
Mr. C. E. Renouf, the secretary of the oe- 
sociation, and his assistant, Mr. A. J. Dal- 
lain, aro up to their oara in work trying to 
keep pace with tho rush. Evory depart- 
ment in tho show ia going to bo well filled. 
Live Btock will be particularly woll repre- 
sontod OBpeoially in horaes, and in faot, it 
seemB as if all tho stalls on tho ground will 
bo Inadequate to accommodato tho number 
of animals entered. 

Nover before has thoro been Buch an in- 
terest taken in the art department. Mr. 
Reno Quentin who is managing that 
branch, is fitting up a largo appartmont to 
hang iho many pictures being sent in for 
display. 

At prosent, of courss, tho exhibition 
butldiugs are littered up with tho exhibita 
that ketp coming in, and one wondera where 
the room is to be found to stow them all. 
Tho fitting up of the stalls ia progressing 
woll, and thtro 18 going to be hot competi- 
tion among the manufacturers for tho prizea 
to he awarded by the popular vote. 

As it is impossible for a largo number of 
exhibits in li-ld produce from the Mainland 
to reach town before Monday, tho judging 
of that department will bo done on Tuesday 
morning. Cattle will also be judged on 
Tuesday. 

A numbor of privileges havo been dis- 
posed of to concessionaires of tho Tucoma In- 
terstate fair. 

Excursiona are being arranged to briDg 
crowda of vieitora from Mainland and Sound 
citica, and also along tho lino of tho E. & N. 
Special rate* have also been mado by the 
various transportation companies at favor- 
nble rates. Tho 0. P.R. give a single rate 
for return trip aa far as Donald. Tho C. P. 
N. has mado a roturn trip of $2 from West- 
minster and Vancouvor ; tho K. & N. giveB 
ratea of $2 for return tickota from Welling- 
ton, Nanaimo, Chemainus, Somenos and 
Duncan ; SI. BO from Koksilah, MoPhorson'a 
and Cobble Hill, and SI from Shawnigau 
Lake and Summit. There will also 
bo tho special Mainland excursion 
on American day (Wc-dooiday) and 
Canada's day (Thursday) Tho rate fiom 
Tacoma and Soattle is §2 50 for roturn trip 
during tho fair; while on Wednosday the 
big Tacoma excursion will arrive by the 
City of Kingston, A lottor from tho secre- 
tary of tho Tacoma Chamber of Commerce 
to Mr. Renouf states that every exertion is 
being made towardfl the success of the ex- 
curaion. 

A typewriting Bpeed contest ia being ar- 
ranged. Competitors will bo given a five 
minutes teat on "new work" and a one 
minute test on a memorized Bentenco. En- 
tries ahould be made to Mr. Justin Gilbert. 
It ia expected that among those taking part 
will be Mcsarn.

A special to the Colonist from West- 
minster Btutes "farmers and many others 
are preparing exhibits for Victoria's fair, 
and from present reports the Fraser valley 
will be well repreaentod. Dairy produce, 
grain, and vegetables will be the chief 
lines exhibited ; also aomo pure bred cattle 
and blooded horses from Delta and Chilli- 
wack. A large number tf people intend 
Beeing tho fair, but a good deal dopends 
on tho weather." 

Citizens aro requested to illuminate and 
decorate their residences and business places 
for Monday evening's illumination. A 
priz.9 of §25 will bo given for tho finest 
display in this lino, and a handsomo silver 
oup presented by Challoner & Mitchell 
will be given for tho beBt arch orected by 
any society or rrganization. Tho judgea 
are expected to be His Honor the Lieut. - 
Governor, Mr. Justice Walkom and Mr. 
T. J. Burnea. The principal streets will be 
decorated by tho committee. Tho firemen 
are going to erect a fine urch opposite the 
Yates street firo hall. 

An ingenious nemaphoro to show the pro- 
gress of the tug of-war pulls has been madoby 
Mr. Tullonh. The Scotch team will bo 
captained by Mr. St. Clair ; tho English by 
Col. -Sergeant Sparrow, R.M.A.; the Cana- 
dian by D. McDougall ; the Irish by Chief 
Deasy.

waa extended to Ootober 2. It was dooided 
also that tho time for entries may be ex- 
tended at the discretion of the judgea und 
referee.

CONSERVATIVES ORGANIZE. 



Most Enthusiastic Meeting 1 Held to 
Prepare for the Cominar 
Campaign. 



Committees Appointed for the Regis- 
tration of Voters' Names aud 
General Work. 



The meoting held last evening in the 
Adelphi hall to organize a Liberal Conserv- 
ative Association for the oity of Victoria 
was woll attended and enthusiastic and 
unanimous in its proceedings. Owing to a 
misunderstanding the hall was not ready at 
7:30 as expocted, but about 8 o'clock tho 
lights wero turned on and the meeting waa 
soon culled to order. On motion of Lt» 
Col. Prior, M. P. , Senator Macdonald was 
oallod to the chair and on motion of Mr. T. 
B, Hall, Mr. A. Stewart Potts waa appointed 
accr6tary. 

After briefly outlining the objeota of the 
meeting, the chairman called upon Mr. 
Thomas Eirle, M.P. , who, having como for- 
ward amidst applauso, in u neat speech 
stated the objcctB of the proposed organiza- 
tion, emphasizing the noceasity of speedily 
attondiug to the reviaion of the voters' lists, 
with a view of Boeing that no peroona en- 
titled to voto ahould be omitted. He 
aaoure.d tho meeting of his hourty co-opera- 
tion, und in conclusion said that ho hoped 
the true principlea of tho party would 
always be considered and that the organiza- 
tion when formed would always havo theso 
in mind. 

Lieut. -Col. Prior, M P., waa thon called 
on, and was received as heartily as his col- 
league. Ho dwelt upon the necessity of 
thorough organization iu the interest of tho 
Liberal- Conservative party, and uaaured those 
present of his hearty support, stating that 
ut all times ho would bo ready and willing 
to fall in line with the wishes of the party 
and to givo his hearty support to whoever 
should be brought out as tno candidates of 
the party. 

Hon. Theodore Davie was then invited to 
give the meeting the benefit of his recent 
happy experience of the results of a political 
association formed in that hall, and in re- 
sponse came forward amidBt hearty ap- 
plause. Ho spoke in terms of cordial 
approval of tho movement, and declared bia 
readiness, so far as matters affecting Domin- 
ion politics are concerned, to work with the 
members of the proposed association in tho 
interest of the Liberal-Conservative party 
of Canada which, ho considered, had at 
heart the true advantage of the country. 
(Applause ) He outlined briefly tho method 
of organization which had been so success- 
fully followed in tho provinoial campaign, 
and suggested that something of tho Bamo 
kind might, with advantago be usod on this 
occasion. Ho moved, seconded by Mr. 
Michael McCahill "that a committee be ap 
"pointed by tho chair to draft a conetitu- 
"tion for the Liberal-Conservutivo assooia- 
"tiou, and to report at tho nexb meoting." 

The resolution wasfcaiTir-d amidst applause 
and the chairman appointed the following 
gentlemen to act on tho committee, viz : 
Messrs, A. C. Flumorfelt, E A. Lowio, A. 
L Bolyoa,H. Stephenson and G. H. Barnard. 

Subsequently on motion of Mr. William 
Bull, aecondod by Mr. II. Wattp, a commit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. G. H. Barnard, 
Samuel D. Hchultz and H. E. A. Robortson 
was appointed to act in conjunction with 
Messrs. Eail) und Prior, M P.'s, in the 
registration of voters, thoy being authorized 
to open offices and attend to the work in a 
systematic manner. 

On motion of Mr. D. M. Carloy, eeconded 
by Mr. E. Mallundaino, jr., it was resolved 
to open a roll for membership und to adver 
tieo tho date of tho next meoting when an 
executive will bo namod and tho work of 
organization will bo completed. 

A gonoral discussion then took placo as to 
tho host methods of Bocuring tho registration 
of votors, tho auggeetiona mado being duly 
noted for tho benefit of tho committee. Tho 
mooting adjournod aubjoct to tho call of tho 
chair, and iu tho moaniimo tho registration 
committee will bo at work, and will from 
timo to time make tho announcements as to 
where voters may register.
